Halifax, N. S., May IS.—The Unit- 


ed States- revenue cutter Seneca ar- 
rived here today with the four 'sur- 
vivors of the burned steamer Co- 
lumbia, whom she picked up from 
their small boat forty- miles south' of 
Sable Island at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning. 


The condition of the men is seri- 


ous but it is believed they will live. 


A wireless message from Captain 


Johnston of the Seneca yesterday 
told concisely of the rescue. Little 
could be learned today from the ex- 
hausted sailors of their experience 
beyond the fact that they had been 
tossed helplessly by the sea since 
May 4, when fire on the Columbian 
drove them into their small boats. 
There were fifteen men in the craft 
when 
they 
left 
the 
Columbian. 


Eleven companions died of -hunger 
and exposure, -and the four emaciat- 
ed men taken aboard the 
revenue 


cutter were almost unconscious. 


The Columbian belonged to the 


Leyland line and was enroute from 
Antwerp to New York with a miscel- 
laneous cargo when the fire started 
.at midnight on May 3. The 
crew 


had time only to launch their three 
boats. 
One of these containing thir- 


teen men and the body of the chief 
steward was picked up by the Fran- 
conia of the Cunard line on May 5. 
Late the same day another boat car- 
rying thirteen men was sighted -by 
the steamer Manhattan and her 
crew rescued. 
Hope for the third 


boat had been abandoned when the 
message from 
I the Seneca was 
re- 


ceived. • The-^revenue cutter was on 
her way to "Halifax 
for 
fuel 
and 


stores when a man on the bridge 
made but a 
lifeboat 
apparently 


empty. 


Drawing near, Captain Johnston 


found it contained four nien, more 
dead than alive. • 


The men in the lifeboat had left 


their ship so hurriedly that there was 
r.o opportunity" to 
supplement the 


lifeboat's usual store of water and 
biscuit. A single cask of water stow- 
ed in the stern was soon exhausted, 
but fortunately rain fell and the men 
suffered less from thirst than from 
hunger. One hundred pounds of 
hard tack furnished their only food. 
This was used up the first week. .

Well Known Columbus Auto 


Dealer Is Burned to Death 


When Oil Tank Explodes

burned to death early today when a 
gasoline tank of an automobile • ex- 
ploded.

Theoretically, the

tions were naturally taken to guard 
against any possible night surprise. 


Under the general precautionary 


plans drawn up by the headquarter 
staff, the marines and bluejackets 


held in readiness to come ashore at 
an hour's notice in case the garrison 
should be attacked.

Brigadier General Funston's avail- 
able force by many thousands of of- 
ficers and men and for this reason

President Huerta might 'prefer to 
begin fighting with the American 
troops and make a short and des- 
perate struggle to save his honor m 
this way, rather than await destruc- 
tion by the constitutionalist armies 
were freely discussed here

One of the unexplained features of 
the demonstration against Mexico is 
that such a tremendous fleet has been 
kept in Mexican waters— a fleet which 
\ve would use to light a nation with 
a big navy. 


Por the most part, nearly everybody 


thinks that, so far as uaval activity is 
concerned, some of the~smallor cruis- 
ers and gunboats and possibly a few 
torpedo boats would have been suffi- 
cient to handle the Mexican coast. 
But. 
In addition to such vessels, the 


biggest ships of the navy are stewing 
in the hot waters ot" the, gulf ot" Mex- 
ico. 
laying off the ports and doing 


their share of "watchful waiting." 


An explanation of the reason for 


keeping so many ships in Mexican wa- 
ters has been made, but not by the 
officials. 
It appears that the admin- 


istration is loath to send any more 
soldiers into Mexico, but At the same 
rime felt that the situation •was such 
that it may be necessary to land again 
n large force of sailors, so the ships 
are hovering around the Mexican ports 
in order to have the navy take the 
place of the army on shore if any great 
emergency should arise. 


No Breach Apparent. 


While it has been reported several 


times, and with some show of accu- 
racy, that there is a breach in the cab- 
inet of President V.'ilsou. there is no 
confirmation of anything of the kind. 
If certain cabinet officers disagree -with 
other cabinet officers they have been 
careful not to discuss their differences 
with anybody and make an authorita- 
tive statement on the-subject 


It has been assumed that Secretary 


Bryan in the state department and 
Secretary Daniels in tho navy depart- 
ment have been standing out against 
war in Mexico, -while it is supposed 
that Secretary Garrison and Secretary 
Lane are of the opinion that evidently 
the United States will have to take 
hold and settle the Mexican problem 
by military means and the sooner it is 
done the better. 


Of course if there are any such differ- 


ences there is one man who controls. 
The president always has the last 
word, and what he says goes, -whether 
it suits certain members of the cabinet 
or not. 


Hobnobbed With the Kaiser. 


Major General Wotherspoon. now 


chief of staff of ti-e army, has had a 
wide and varied experience in military 
affairs and a splendid opportunity to 
study military conditions. He has been 
sent abroad on different occasions to 
study the military situation in Europe. 
and on one trip he met the German 
pmperor. and they became good friends. 
The kaiser found General Wother- 
spoou a man to his liking, particularly 
on account of his wonderful knowledge 
of military affairs and keen perception 
of military conditions. 


When Is a Subsidy? 


On account of the reason given for 


the repeal of the canal tolls, that it is 
a subsidy to the coastwise shipping. 
the subject bobs up frequently in dis- 
cussions in the senate. 
A few days 


ago Senator GaDinger of Xew Hamp- 
shire asked if many of the appropria- 
tions in the agricultural appropriation 
bill were not virtually subsidies and if 
money from the people was being used 
to bui'.d up a certain class. 
The bill 


was in charge of Senator Gore of Okla- 


j homa. who in response remarked that 
it was the desire of the committee "to 
rally as much support to the bill as 
possible, and we thought by inserting 
a subsidy we would ha-re the unani- 
mous and enthusiastic support of the 
senior senator from Xew Hampshire."

As the Scriptures sometimes ^represent 
it, we give our hearts to the Lord. 
This burial of our wills into the will of. 
God is reckoned to be our death as hu- 


kind, etc. All these have given place 
to higher ambitions, new motives—the 
hope of having favor with God, being 
now His dear children, anxious to 
know His will and to do it. To these 
the. first general Law is given—the 
Golden Rule—which is the least of all 
the Divine laws: "Do unto others .as 
ye would have 'them do unto you," is 
the primary Law of God for all Chris- 
tians. To be a representative of the 
Lord every Christian must love his 
neighbor as himself, must deal with 


man beings. 
Therefore, the Apostle ' him as kmdly imli as generously as he 


would have that neighbor deal with 
him. 


But the Christian must do much more 


than observe the Golden Rule, contin- 
ued the Pastor. Had Je^us done no more 
thau keep the Golden Rule, mankind 
would not have been redeemed by the 
precious blood of God's dear Son. He 
could have done just as much for oth- 
ers as He would ask any one to do for 
Him, and not have died for the fallen 
race of Adam. His sacrifice included 
much more than merely keeping the 
Golden Rule. The Golden Rule, the 
speaker declared, is the Jewish Law, 
which Israel could, not keep because of 
their fallen condition. 


it was then explained how it is that 


the Christian can keep the Law which 
the Jew failed to observe. Sf. Paul de- 
clares that while the Church of Christ 
is no more perfect in the flesh than is 
the Jew, yet God is dealing differently 
with the Church. He is scrutinizing 
their hearts and judging them accord- 
ing to their intentions. If He sees that 
in the heart the Christian is striving to 
love his neighbor as himself and to do 
unto others as he would be done by, 
He is pleased; and He has made ar- 
rangements whereby those who are 
thus striving may remain in His fami- 
ly despite their failures and shortcom- 
ings.

I, as many of you are aware, be- 


san the agitation editorially through 
the columns of 
the 
Glassworker, 


and kept hammering away until tlie 
entire trade was thoroughly in touch 
with the subject 
Every legitimate 


means -was used to keep the 
ques- 


tion before the membership and in- 
terview after interview with the dif- 
ferent glass trade leaders was pub- 
lished in order to interest the indi- 
vidual workers 
Letters were writ- 


ten to the various officials asking 
for their co-operation, and finally i 
drew up 
resolutions 
which 
-were 


mailed to my friends in different lo- 
calities, together with a request to 
bring the matter up through 
the 


proper trade channels. 


In July, 1903, the national con- 


ventions of the Glass Bottle Blowers 
Association and the American Flint 
Glass Workers Union were held in 
Cincinnati, O., and at that time I 
took it upon myself to see many of 
the delegates personally and induce 
them to give the 
movement 
their 


support when the question came up 
or the floor of the convention. The 
resolution was introduced 
in 
the 


Bottle Blowers" contention by Harry 
Halton, of Branch No. 2, Alton, 111, 
Tiow Natioral Treasurer of the Glass 
Bottle Blowers' Association, and it 
is a matter of history that the prop- 
osition was carried 
by 
unanimous 


vote 
The matter was also brought 


before the Filet convention at that 
time, through a 
resolution 
intro- 


duced by Charles B Jewell, of Lo- 
cal Union No 127. Lancaster, O., and 
was later sent through circular to 
the trade, being adopted by an ov- 
erwhelming majority. 


The Workers at Alexandria, Ta., 


and Gas City, Ind.. were among the 
first m the United States to official- 
ly announce in April, 1904, that ar- 
rangements had been made to prop- 
erly observe the day and their ex- 
ample was followed by a number of 
other Branches and Locals. In 1905 
the movement grew to much larger 
proportions and during each suc- 
ceeding year all 
previous 
records 


•were 'Dro'ken, as our trade statistics 
-will show. This year, according to 
reports thus 
far 
received, 
even 


greater interest is being manifested 
throughout the country and there !s 
•hardly any doubt that last year's 
excel fen t record will be eclipsed. 
Hearty co-operation on the' part 


of the national officials has 
given 


added impetus to the project and the 
officials cannot be commerded too 
liighly for the interest they 
have 


taken in the proposition. 


At the Norfolk, Va., convention of 


the American Federation of Labor, 
held in 1907, the proposition was 
placed in detail before the 
proper 


committee by representatives of the 
glass trade and the movement was 
officially sanctioned by that 
body. 
These representatives were Fred II. 
Bhane and Thos. C. Devine, Toledo, 
O., flint glass workers. Shane, who
